A definite program for mainte- 


nance and increase of dairy produc- 
tion in the sixteen dairy herds at 
state institutions has been an- 
nounced by officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania department of welfare. 
In- 


stitutional herds are to be developed 
through use of herd sires of proven 
ability to sire progeny with pro- 
duction higher than that of present 
herd averages. 


To indicate progress which al- 


ready has been made, data has been 
collected on all of the herd sires 
now in use. Many of them have not 
been in use for sufficient length of 
time to enable gathering of infor- 
mation on daughters in production.

school Indicate that sires in use 


| in these herds have proven the wis- 


At Muncy five daughters of Loy- 


almeade King Pontiac Alcartra have 
produced on an average 3690 pounds 
more milk per year than their dams. 
The yearly average for the five 
dams is 12,131 pounds. 


At Polk State school Pabst Crea- 


tor Amos has forty-four daughters 
that average 927 pounds more milk 
per year than their respective dams. 
This is particularly noteworthy con- 
sidering the fact that oa the basis 
of a 105-day mature production 
period the forty-four dams averaged 
14,499 pounds of milk.

approval or disapproval as u> the 
alterations made. Patrolmen have 
been instructed that they must com- 
pare the alterations actually made 
with those stated on the application 
as having been made. When the 
patrolman is in doubt as to whether 
the alterations have been .made, he 
will withhold approval until the per- 
son who made the alterations fur- 
nishes satisfactory proof. 


Falsify Weights 


The department has found many 


cases where alterations have be'en 
falsely certified to as having been 
made. The weight of the carrying 
load is based by law on the chassis 
weight. Hence, some truck owners 
have informed the department they 
nave increased their chassis weight. 
Tiiey then pay the higher registra- 
tion fee but fail to make the altera- 
tions. Tins evasion enables them to 
forego the expense of alterations, 
and permits them to carry a bigger 
pay load. 


The tame deception has been 


found in applications for uecrease of 
chassis weight.

lower registration fee. The depart- 
ment has evidence of owners secur- 
ing tne lower fee but failing to de- 
crease weight.

If he stays only six days hi Chi- 


cago and spends only $20 a day 
while here that will be $120 more—or 
a minimum total of $200. 


In the case of midwest delegates

But for a dele- 
gate from a night's train trip away 
—say Columbus, Ohio—convention 
costs easily might exceed $125.

Next Trip. 


Boston, June 13 (AP)—The roar 


of tractor engines and the crunch- 
ing of their treads upon the hard- 
ened snow will mingle with the 
barking of sled dogs and the whir 
of airplane motors when- Hear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd's second 
Polar expeditions heads Into the 
Anearctic wastes next winter. 


Admiral Byrd said that plans 


for his expedition included the use 
of tractors in covering some of the 
vest stretches of barren, unexplored 
and and for the establishment of 
bases in the shadow of the SoutB 
Pole. 


Conditions permitting, he said, he 


will clear from the port of Boston 
early in the fall on a voyage of 
exploration and venture that will 
:eep 
him 
from 
civilization the 


;reater part of two years. 


Expedition Smaller 


The expedition will be smaller, 


he said, than the first, experience 
having assisted him in planning a 
more compact outfit. However, 150 
dogs, a larger number than that 
taken before, will be carried in ad- 
dition to two planes and several 
tractors. 


One ship, the Bear, built in the 


'70's, and used for years by the 
coast guard, will be taken instead 
of two as in the first trip. 
The 


Bear is larger than any he had 
used before, he said, and easily 
would carry all equipment. 
The 


Bear is being fitted in Oakland, 
California, and is expected to arrive 
in Boston July 1. 


Lincoln Ellsworth, Polar explorer, 


also plans an expedition 
to the 


region about the same time and has 
received permission to use the base 
at Little America. While the two 
groups may meet at the bottom of 
the world there will be no compe- 
tition between them, Byrd said. 
Their objectives, he added, were for 
the most part dissimilar. 


"The object of our trip," Byrd 


said, "is to study more closely the 
territory Marie Byrdland, named 
for Mrs. Byrd. which -was discov- 
ered on our previous stay in the 
Antarctic.

BOYCOTT JAPAN 


Japanese Policy Calls Into 


Existence Many Chinese 


Societies. 


Peiping (AP)—Secret patriotic or- 


ganizations, called into 
existence 


throughout China by the Japanese 
policy in Manchuria and the fight- 
ing at Shanghai, are giving officials 
some puzzling moments. 


As the propaganda and rites of 


some of these are kept strictly un- 
dercover, the authorities are- find- 
ing it almost impossible to suppress 
them. 


There is, for example, the i'Blood 


and Iron Corps" with headquarters 
at Shanghai and branches in many 
other cities. It was formed recently 
to abolish militarism and "save the 
country from Japanese aggression." 
Its membership is said to be ex- 
panding steadily among all classes. 


In Tientsin the Japanese repre- 


sentatives have expressed concern 
over the "Kneel and Cry Corps."- 
Members of this society 
recently 


paraded in the business section 
dressed in white mourning gowns. 
They moved from shop to shop, 
kneeling in a body before each and 
calling upon the proprietor to take 
an oath not to handle Japanese 
goods.

Then word comes from Taiyuanfu 


in Shansi

headquarters in the Shangtang dis- 
trict of that province. 


Members are known as "Brethren 


of the Longhaired Doctrine." They 
let their beards and hair grow and 
teach that troublous times must 
continue in China until a new 
monarch arises to bring peace and 
prosperity. 


Large numbers of poor village folk 


have joined this society and several 
instances have been reported of rich 
Chinese giving all their worldly 
possessions to the cause. 


It is believed that the "long- 


haired doctrine" is largely tinged 
with general £nti-foreignism. 
In 


some respects it seems to resemble 
the Boxei- agitation with led to the 
siege of the foreign legations here 
in 1900 and the hard fighting of the 
allied relief expedition.

bergh baby obtained nothing but 
denials of any knowledge of the case 
from him.

lul of all thc chapters of Olympic 
athletic history have been \vritten 
about the classic Marathon. 
The 


winner at Los Angeles this August, 
whether he be Jap, Finn, German, 
Argentine or American, will bear off 
the most prized of all the awards for 
foot-racing prowess. 


There was a Greek holiday back 


in 1896 when the first Olympic re- 
vival was crowned by the triumph 
of the little shepherd, Spindion 
Louys, over the world's best long dis- 
tance runners. 


They said Louys came down from 


the hills and spent two nights in 
prayer before the race, which was in 
memory of the classic trek of Phei- 
dippides in 490 B. C. to Athens with 
news of the Greek victory over the 
Persians at the Battle of Marathon. 
" Michel Teato. a French baker boy, 
won the Marathon in 1900. 


Cheers Misfire 


At St. Louis, in 1904, the first 


American winner, T. J. Hicks of 
Boston, was almost overlooked in the 
excitement caused by the arrival 
first of Fred Lorz of the Mohawk 
A. C. 


Lorz, it seemed, gave up early in 


the race and climbed into an auto. 
About five miles from thc stadium 
the machine broke down, so Lorz, re- 
freshed by the rest, decided to run 
the rest of the way. He was hailed 
as the winner when he trotted into 
thc stadium, and it was while the 
hubbub was still on that Hicks, a 
very weary young man, arrived.

Geology Study Reveals How 


Ice Changed River Courses 


In Pennsylvania.

Records of the -survey just com- 


pleted have revealed that glacial 
ice during the Ice Age played havoc 
with the drainage of western Penn- 
sylvania. Before the ice came, all 
of western Pennsylvania drained 
northwestward to a river running 
through what is now the Lake Erie 
basui. 
At least three times, ice 


crept or scraped over the northwest 
corner of the state. At its first 
advance it dammed all of the north- 
' west ward flowing streams, ponded 
their waters in front of the ad- 
vancing ice face to such a height 
that the ponded waters found then- 
way over low divides from one basin 
to another around the edge of the 
ice. The ice remained so long that 
many if not most of these streams 
cut so deep into the divides that 
these channels became permanent 
and ultimately turned the drain- 
age of nearly all of western Penn- 
sylvania from the Great Lakes 
Region to the Gulf Region through 
the newly established Allegheny 
and Ohio rivers. 
' These general facts have been 
known for many years but the de- 
tails of the story are still to be 
worked out.
